A motion was, adopted to send a letter 
to F. S. giving the poll results as 
representative of Greenbelt opinion, and 
requesting that they enforce lease pro¬ 
visions. If when Greenbelt is fully popu¬ 
lated, the F. S. A. mshes to withdrav.'- 
lease provisions the Council will again 
consider a referendum. 

Budget: The Council adopted th(Town 
Budget, taken up previously, after first 
, passing a motion to restore Manager Bra¬ 
den's salary to the figure first given in 
the original budget. This wtis done over 
the very decided objections of Mr. Braden. 

Pc-rkbelt: Mr. Brfden said that there

Alertness of G. C. A. President 
Halts Fugitive's Flight 

There are times vfhen it is very im¬ 
polite, if not rude, to obstruct the 
progress of another. However the spi¬ 
rit of cooperation was on the side of 
the authorities, when Stanley P. (G-* 
Man) Rider, tripped and spilled a fugi¬ 
tive from justice in Judiciary Square 
last Friday, 

John R. Beach, prisoner, (who had 
previously slipped off the shackles of 
a Georgia Chain gang to obtain freedom) 
slipped the handcuffs placed by two 
U, S. llarshals, while he was being taken 
to court to change his plea to guilty 
on charge of hold-up and car stealing. 

As the marshals fired over heads of 
scores of persons in the square. Rider 
saw the fugitive hailing a taxicab. 

The Citizens' Association President's 
feet shot out and Beach sprawled on the 
pavement. The marshals'thereby were 
given plenty of opportunity to retrieve 
their prisoner. , ' 

Mr, Rider modestly admits having 
been somevdia.t of a track star in da.ys 
gone by, but in the eyes of the citi¬ 
zens of '"Yshington, and certainly of 
Greenbelt, he is today indeed a hero. 

Because of his quick thinking and 
timely action a criminal is not now 
at large, menacing society. 

Mr. Rider's feat has been proclaimed 
in newspapers and over the rtdio.

■’ 'On February 27th, the. Sunday, of the 
Big ’'Tind, while velocipeding north of 
town on Hillside, Lucky Letkemann, age 
six, became a hero. 

Through the pines which skirt Greenbelt 
he noticed bright tongues of flame. He 
I immediately whipped up his steed and 
j spread the alarm (to Dad) — A FOREST 
FI"’E'. 

It certainly looked like one from to'vm. 
The alarm wais relayed to the Fire Depa.rt- 
ment; and with several volunteers picked 
up en route, the engine arrived at the 
scene, -- Greenbelt's Discard Pile. 

Oil, tar, paint, and wood were feeding 
an inferno. Exploding cans hurtled sky¬ 
ward, falling dangerously close to the 
encircling pines. Lucky watched two thou¬ 
sand five hundred gallons of water finally 
quench the flames. If allowed to proceed 
fanned by the rising wind, the fire would 
have been uncontrollable in a shor time, 
c.nd would have menaced the tovm. In self

Government Experts Explain Meat Grades 
To Housewives 

Growing' consumer consciousness on 
the part of Greenbelt Housewives was 
amply attested last Friday when ?00 . 
Greenbelt housewives thronged to a 
lecture on U. S. Grades for meats held 
by the Greenbelt Consumers' Services, 
Inc., in conjunction with the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, U. S. De¬ 
partment of Jigriculture. 

Miss Ollie Hoffman, a graduate stu¬ 
dent of cooperatives, who is conduct¬ 
ing some of the consumer educational 
work in Greenbelt, opened the program 
with a word to the housewives about 
the value- of the grading of all food 
products. Miss Hoffman said that she 
was especially interested in grades 
for meats because it was such a task 
for the average housewife to judge 
the quality of meats*. ■ She ■ explained 
that with Government Standards, rer 
cognized all over the nation, the con¬ 
sumer can buy without doubt that the 
true quality of the-moat is represent¬ 
ed by the grade stamped thereon, 

Mr.- Sulo Laakso., manager of the 
meat department of the Greenbelt Food 
Store said th; t in bringing this Vfil- 
uable demonstration to Greenbelt it 
was the desire of Greenbelt Consumers' 
.Services to give the consumers the 
benefit of this twentieth century 
method of marketing meats. Mr. Laa.kso 
said that consumers often become con¬ 
fused when they see meat advertise¬ 
ments in the papers, wherein one- 
store has a price of 25^ c.nd another 
29/ for the same cut, Theso prices 
do not tell, the qualitj- of the mcn.t, 
£.nd the higher priced piece of m6a.t 
may prove cheaper in the long rim. 

Mr, Laakso said thrt in buying from 
the mcft packer he.found it much more 
satisfactory to buy U. S. oj.-ded 
m-cc.'^s- He said thr.t one large pj.ck- 
in^^.firm thrt he buys from hf.s its 
own brand name for its. populf.r top 
grade, c.nd within this grade or brand, 
are'three more sub-grades which are- 
sold at different prices. He pointed 
out thrt'this appeared to be very 
deceptive, tind that ho had found it 


much easier to choose meat for qual¬ 
ity by U. S. Standards. 

Mr,' Lat;.kso said thf t U. S. Grades 
for moats were v( ry essential in 
cooperatives, because cooporfitives 
arc oi'/ned by those consumers who are 
most actively demanding more com- 
.plete knov^fledge of the products thej'' 
buy, dn/ more reliable standards by 
•which to judge the products. Food 
grading is iunerica's outstanding con¬ 
tribution to the Cooperfitive move¬ 
ment . 

■The -principal speaker on the ’pro- 
grf^m was Mr. B. F. McCarthy, head of 
the United States Meat Grad.ing Ser¬ 
vice, who told of the history of meat 
grading. He said tht t the need for 
the grading of m- ats was first seen 
in 1923, v^hen a large steamship line 
complained that is Cuisine hrd not 
come up to its expectations, and had 
requested the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture to certify, the quality of the 
mea.ts that it •was buying. In 1928 
• A na-tionwide voluntary meat grading 
service was established by a.n Act’ 
of Congress. 

Mr, McCarthy said the government 
grading service acted simply as an 
■unbiased rt feree, and lets the con- 
! sumer select the quality which he 
■ prefers. The government judges the 
qur.lity, Mr. McCarthy pointed out 
thr.t if consumers demand mor>, high 
quali'ty moats, the farmers will r.aise 
it. 

The mof t grades were demonstrated 
by Mr. E. V. Theobald, Marketing 
Specialist of the Department of -I'gri- 
t culture, who is head meat grader for 
the Dashing-ton District. He told of 
the three facto'.-s: confirmation, 
finish, and quality, which are used 
in deterraining the grades.

The; thickness 
of the meat, the color, texture, the 
ratio of bone to loan meat, color of 
' fat, amount of fat and the shape of

had just as much bone as the "Choice". ' i 
He said that a-lot of creamy white !

Meat without "marbling" -ivill be less" .- j, 
tender. • 

Mr. McCarthy introduced Miss Hemphill \ 
of the Radio Service of the Department 
of Agriculture, who is to talk ivith 
Kpas Salisbury on the Meat Grades dur¬ 
ing the Farm and Home Hour, Tuesday, 

March 8, 

After the .lecture, time was given 
to questions asked by tht, audience. 

The housewives were inyi-t'ed to view , 
the display of graded meats in the ' 
Meat Department at the store’. In the 
case could be seen a beautiful array 
of "Choice" grade beef, veal and lamb, 
as well as delicious looking cuts of 
cooked meats which had been graded for 
quality. ■ ' ' . . 

The demonstration v/as received v/it-h 
much enthusiasm ahd Mr. Laqkso stated 
that more talks will be gi-y-en on the 
selection of cuts of meats. Those who 
are interested in knowing more about 
food purchasing are welcome to peruse 
the helpful literature in -the Cqnsumet 
Study Room at the bus.station.’

Though we do not yet 
all see eye to eye on methods, let us 
rejoice in the.much more significant 
fact that we do see eye to eye in motives 
Fu^ recognition of this fact will 
lead to confidence, not to suspicion — 
to sympathy, not to malice. And with 
confidence and sympathy, conflicting 
ideas can be blended — can supplement, 
rather than stalemate, each other. 

In this spirit our debates on public 
issues will be cpnfined to issues, and 
will avoid personalities. And when 
issues, but not personalities, are in¬ 
volved, compromise is possible. 

So let all who seek the progress of 
the town of Greenbelt, or of any feature 
of our community life, realize that the 
surest way to achieve that progress is 
to maintain the friendship of those 
opposed. 


One factor which has evoked these re¬ 
marks is the nature of several letters 
recently addressed "to the editor". 

The editors hesitate to print these 
letters because, written in opposition 
to some plan or issue, they are directed 
at individuals rather than issues. 

We feel that such comments, if made at 
all,should be made directly to the in¬ 
dividuals involved, and not through the 
medium of this paper. 

Of course the blame is largely ours, 
for having permitted letters of this type 
to appear before; but we shall endeavor 
to mend our ways, and we hope that Green- 
beltians will help us. 

Let's continue to convince others — 
and ourselves -- that we are good neigh¬ 
bors.

Because: . 

1. Optometrists are prepared to , 

diagflose only a small range cf' eye cases'-' 
those concerned mth the transmitting ahd 
refracting of light. They f.re not, truly 
speaking, eye doctors. They merely mea¬ 
sure vision. (Check my definitions with 
your dictionary). • 

2. Oculists are the true eye doc¬ 
tors. They arc graduates in medicine, 
specializing on the eye. '-fhey arc able 
to diagnose eye diseases and are 'able 'to 
prescribe not only-glasses, but also, 
medicine, surgery. Or simply rest. 

3. Even the be st optometrists are 
predisposed to p-fcscribe glasses. Hatur- 
al3y so, since the'only things they sell 
art glasses. If they prescribe'only rest, 
or if they prescribe medical cr re; i'n 
both cases they collect nothing. So-, 

in general', they sell glasses too often. 

The client i's lucky if he needs them. 

If he needs only rest, the glr,sst;s raf.y 
weaken his eyes so thf.t he soon docs need 
them. If he needs medical attention, the ' 
consequences may be more lamentable. 

4. Opticians are the professional 
grinders of lens; not optometrists, nor 
oculists, as such, 

5. Sight is too precious to be «n- i 
trusted t.o other than thoroughly capable ( 
a.ttention. More authorative, and much ,i 
more extended, proof thr.t optometrist^ .-i 
are not thoroughly capable may be - gained 

by referring to the articles "Optometry 
on Trial," appearing in the Readers ’ Digest;

Suppose that ec ch of us with every 
breath of t'.ir he dn ws 'every day were 
to take a small portion and set it aside 
for a day when the atmosphere were 
suddenly gone thin. If each of us did 
this for a long enough time to supply 
of ava.ilable aii* vrould be' diminished 
and eventually many of us would be 
literally "gasping for breath". To be 
sure, this sounds ridiculous, but 
does it not happen every day in the 
economic evorld? Frofi-cs are set aside 
and the goods they represent are no 
longer available for general consump¬ 
tion.

L!EAT AND VEGETABLE PIE 


As the ingredients of this pie are 
never the same twice.in succession, 
quantities arid ingredients are merely 
suggested. ''.Within limits, the more 
ingredients the tastier the pie will 
be; avoid too large a quantity of any 
one ingredient as this destroys the 
blending of flavors that gives the dish 
its exceptional tastiness. For the sake 
of appearance always include one bright 
colored vegetable such as carrots. It 
is not advisable to use beets as they 
give too lurid a color; nor cabbage ns 
it destroys the delicacy of the flavors. 

■ Raw hamburger or leftover cooked 
beef chpped quantity about to 
1/3 total amount of vegetables. 

Thinly sliced onion 
Cooked or raw potatoes cut fine 
Canned vegetables, such e.s green 
beans, tomatoes, corn or peas. This 
is an excellent way to use up the 
fe’.v extra spoonfuls often "left over 
from a can. 

One or all of the follomng, sliced 
or cubed: Carrots, parsnips, celery 
and turnips, 

irrange ingredients in saucepan \«/ith 
meat on top. Salt and pepper to teste. 
Pour over it a cup or so of water or • 
the juice'from a can of vegetables; if 
the latter is used, the'pie will be 
tastier. Bring to boil sloT.irly and 
stew for at least ono hour.. If not 
boiled fast, the vegetables will not 
become mushy. 

Turn into buttered baking dish, 

LTix up a baking powder biscuit dough 
and pull it roughly into shripe c'er^the 
top of the hot meat and vegeta.'-le mix¬ 
ture, If dough is not allowed to come 
quite to the edges of the dish, more 
water can be-added during baking if the 
pie seems in danger of becoming too dry 
B^ ke for 6-7 minutes in a. hot oven (.400) 
reduce heat to 325 and bake for 40-50 
minutes.

SHOCK is the result of accident when 
all activities of th( body arc greatly 
depressed and the nervous system loses 
control over the blood vessels. These, 
vessels become sluggish raid there is a 
stagnation of blood about the abdomen' 
and an insufficient supply to the heart 
and head. Shook accompfinics or follows 
practically all bodily injuries of note 
or vi ry severe a.nd sudden emotional dis¬ 
turbances, The result varies from a 
mere "shiver" to unconsciousness or e- 
ven death. Doctors arc sometimes re¬ 
quired to defer treatment for serious 
injuries until after treatment for' 
shock, which should have been prevented 
by the first aid" attention.

Dental Therapeutics of the American Den- ’ 
tal Association sr.ys; "The only function 
of a dentifrice is to aid the tooth 
brush in cleaning the surfaoe of the 
t<.cth. There is no. evidence available 
that the use of a dentifrice will pre¬ 
vent the formation of dental caries (de¬ 
cay) nor, for thf.t matter, of any other 
disease of the,mouth," 

In purchasing dentifrices, the consum¬ 
er should remember■thrt there is no uni¬ 
formity in size, of contf.incrs, Cf ns of

That buil’ding-'a,t the junction-of Gardenway and‘Ridge Rof d? '''■'Tiy',' that' s 
our Medical Center,'- You've heard of it? ■’'^ould you care to see it? 'I'd be 
proud to sho\y it'to you, ^ 

■’■’e started this tjrpo of Medical Plan x.bout five y'ears ngo. The town 
was hardly more than a quarter full when ve began working and planning for it. 

The people were a.ctively responsible for it, are, and will always be, a big part 
of Greenbelt history, ''^.'hen I think back to those hectic days when the first 
seven Directors started the plan moving, and of the work they did. and the sleep 
they lost and the blame they received, I wonder how they ever stood up under it. 

Our plan permits'us to budget our medical costs. In-other words, that 
terrible phase "Doctor Bills" is missing from the Greenbelt dictionary. Upon 
enrollment, we buy a share in the associatien, ■ ’ "e- pay a small monthly- sum for 

the family, and there's ah end to 'it. The plan and our doctors do the' rest. 

''-ell,'here we are at the Medical Center, It Iboks like all the rest of 

the Greenbelt houses from'the outside, but step in, 'Ah, you're rather surprised, 

aren't you. Yes, 'vire have a twenty-five bed' hospital here. Members- of the Med¬ 
ical'Association don't have to leave'to-wn for any medical care excepting perhaps 
consultation with specialists. Oh, yes, we have arrangemi nts whereby we con get 
the benefit of specialists care. Yes, vie took care of that long ago when the Is~ 
'sociation had about' 600 membi.rs, ' • 

Come in-here, I want you to meet Genevieve, There she is — isn't she a 
beauty? Man,'-i/-''re proud of her. She's the best X-ray machine in t}\e county. 

''''e certainly did have to viork for her rjid when she wt.s finally install.ed we staged 
a celebration, ' alL thinkof her as a member of the commun-ity, a staunch friend. 
Sure, and why shouldn't we? She tells us if that ankle is fractured or sprained; 
if that rib is caved in or just bruised; if thf t tooth cam stay in or must come 
out. 

Of course we' have a dentist here, and a swell guy, too. He comes under the 
cooperative plan, also, except that he charges fees that are set by us, the pa¬ 
tients, ' ^ , • 

■"ell, what do you think of our set-up? .Our doctors have plenty of equip¬ 
ment to work vjith, haven't they? '"Je rarely, if ever, have to go out of toT,vn for 
a diagnosis. Those shares we paid for when vie joined the Association have cer¬ 
tainly v^orked hard -for us. They've given us fine .equipment .and a real feeling 
of security, ■ 

For inst.ahce, just' the ' other week, my little girl developed a slight rush, 

The minute we saw it we took her to the clinic, where'it was found that some helio¬ 
therapy would clear it up because it -w?m in the first stages. I thanked my stems 
that we had the equipment, because the rash responded to tri-rtment beautifully and 
soon -was healed. Doctor "Tiite told us that if vie would have let it go, it would 
have spread and been a stubborn, painful case. And vie most probably T;ould have 
let it go if we weren't members of the Association, .because we would no doubt 
have hoped that it would clear hp by itself,. 

Come in here. Look through this glass door. See it? The sweetest little 
operating room you ever laid eyes on. Sure it's small, but it's a s^veetheart. 

Doctor Bro-wn loves it. He's our surgeon. Sure vie have a surgeonj 

You see, vie chose our doctors this w^ayi First they all had to' be general

practitioners. Then they each had to have a certain specialty. Doctor ■"'Hiite was 
our first doctor. He specializes in obstetrics. Doctor Black was our second. He 
specializes in pediatrics, you knov;, a baby doctor. Doctor Green was third. His 
specialty is eye, ear, nose and throat. Incidentally, he is the oldest and the 
senior doctor. He sort of maneges the clinic. Doctor Brown is our fourth, and 
he specializes in surgery. 

Each of these men had a splendid record before he came out to Greenbelt, 
They are all enthusiastic about cooperative medicine and therefore get along,swell 
together,

You see, we bring our kids to the doctor while they're well and so 
they don't associate a doctor with pain. He becomes a genial, interested friend 
who jokes with them and tells them the names of all the strange instruments and 
what they're for. The doctor in Greenbelt is no longer a Bogey-man, 

You've probably read that Greenbelt is rated as the healthiest community 
in the United States, And that's all due to our Medical Association, 

You just ask some of the>people who were dead set against it at first.

The milk question will receive 
greater attention than eVer when the 
dairy advertisement shown in this is¬ 
sue of the Greenbel’^ Cooperntor has 
been carefully read. 

■ A dairymrji' has decided to talk. 

That will help a.- lot in breaking up 
the conspiracy of silence and con¬ 
fusion ‘that has existed in the dairy 
industry. Consumers will welcome 
some honest talking. 

The Acceptance Committee was a- 
bout ready to^let the cat out of the 
bag concerning the milk business and 
made a few implications in the last 
issue of the Greenbelt Cooperator, 
but trouble will be saved and honor 
given the milk business if dairymen 
will speak for themselves* 

At this time it is proper to 
repeat, "Thie only way to clear up 
suspicion (about milk) is to have 
definite proof that all milk fur¬ 
nished in Greenbelt is orbove ques¬ 
tion." We need facts about ALL the 
milk. Let us give credit to the 
dairymen who choose to do their .part. 

Since the Acceptance Committee 
is not merely consumer minddd but 
business minded as well, it haS had 
plenty of sympathy for the milk dis¬ 
tributors and the competitive con¬ 
ditions virhich have done neither them¬ 
selves nor the public any good. We 
sympathized and yet laughed when the 
parade of milk vehicles with their ■ 
business solicitors followed a lu’g- 
gqge-laden automobile up nnd down,' 
hither and thither, all over the town 
from one end to the other, only to 
find that a tourist car and not a 
prospective milk customer had been 
stalked cjid pursued. We sympathized 
when v;e learned how majiy dollafs it 
had taken to sell the first quart of 
milk to a new customer rjid frowned 
when we knew thr.t all the dollars of 
promotion expense must bo charged to 
the consumers, or’taken out of profits. 
We know the t: ctics that have been 
used by competitors and the stories 
that have been told. Ouriconclusion 
is the milk business has been a mess. 
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( At the present, however, v/e f.re 
concerned about the quality of prod¬ 
ucts, Greenbelt cannot be too care- 
I ful about the milk it.receives. Milk 
is not only a good for huma'.n beings, 

^ but also a good food for certain 
j disease germs, such as those caiusing 
typhoid fever and diphtheria. Then, 

: again, milk ma.y sometimes come from 

i sick cows. In such cases, the milk 
! mr.y contain large numbers of the or- 
I ganisms responsible for septic sore 
j throft, undulant fever, and tubercu- 
■' losis. Dysentery, infantile dirvrrhea, 

!■■' and enteritis may ,also result from im- 
i pure milk, . As intelligent human beings 
we do not care to serve as food for 
; milk-borne org.anisms. We buy milk to 
j eat, but not to be eaten by v.rhat is in 
the milk. 

I V/hen dairymen are willing to co- 

, operate with consumers in bringing to 
j light the really vital facts regarding 
' milk products, better days must be 
j ahead for everyone concerned, Consum- 
j ers will use as little milk as pos- 
1 sible when the product is un<,ler sus- 
! picion and conversely, will buy more 
I freely when that deterrent is removed 
' by above-board business methods. 

Yi/hen dairymen understand that they 
, are in business for our health, it 
; will be healthy for their business.
